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LATIN AMERICAN UPDATE 


By FRANK SEDWICK 


This time, a bit of everything: 
Havana was the site of a coin conven- 
tion and auction, obviously with the 
blessing (sponsorship?) of the Cuban 
government. One wonders how many 
announcements, like mine, reached 
Florida addresses. One also wonders 
who attended. Politics aside, the pack- 
age cost of the stay and exhibition was 
outrageous. . . . Prediction: Within the 
next year, new and significant trea- 
sures will be recovered near old salvage 
sites of the Spanish 1715 fleet on the 
east coast of Florida. The public does 
not realize, or has forgotten, that only 
half the sunken convoy was discovered 
in the 1960s and 1970s. The coin and 
bullion cargoes of some big galleons 
are still out there, and_ serious 
exploration has recommenced. . . . If 
ever you see two cobs of identical 
shape or imprint, one or both of them 
must be counterfeit. Beware the rare 
Bolivia 8 reales of 1732, assayer YA; 
four fakes have surfaced in the last 
year, one of them with an early 
ANACS certificate! . . . . The pillar 
dollar is such a popular collectible 
that some people collect these 8-real 
forerunners of the U.S. silver dollar by 
overdate and overassayer. . . . Does 
Bolivar face right or left? This can be 
a big-money difference with certain 
Spanish American coins. . . . Latin 
America includes Brazil; Spanish 
America does not. Spanish America 
includes Central and South America 
and the Spanish-speaking islands of the 
Caribbean. The British tend to call 
South America everything that is 
south of the United States... . If the 
price of gold moves up substantially, 
perhaps the smartest investors will 
turn out to be those who collect 
Spanish American 8 escudos in VG or

10%-15%. . . . Neologism: In the jar- 
gon of dealers in U.S. coins, new pur- 
chases are referred to as newps. . 

I am in anxious need of an 1873 half 
décimo of Colombia, any mint, Please 
write if you have one and are willing 
to sell or trade: 2033 Cove Trail, Mait- 
land, Florida 32751... . Please write 
also if you have something interesting 
to ask or tell, and perhaps we can pub- 
lish it... . Example: What was the first 
coin in the world to exhibit peso as 
an official name? Answer: The rarg 
1817 no-assayer peso of Chile, on 
which the denomination peso is in- 
scribed in the legend. . . . Accompany- 
ing one of his recent price lists, Charles 
Wyatt of San Diego, California, wrote 
something worth repeating: “I have 
felt for some time that there is a dis- 
tortion of values in the numismatic 
market place . . . the U.S. coin field 
where minute degrees of choiceness 
mean 10 to 20 fold increases in price 
... for the most brilliant, proof-like, 
etc., over the truly lovely XF (or VF 
in many cases) specimen of a truly his- 
toric coin.” Referring to an old collec- 
tion he had purchased recently, he 
continued: “As each coin came out of 
its old Kraft envelope, revealing the 
natural toning of years, it was easy to 
appreciate the feeling for history and 
beauty which had led the collector to 
assemble them . . . none were uncircul- 
ated, yet I would maintain that they 
display every bit as much ‘quality’ as a 
Franklin Mint Proof ‘coin/medaP and 
a lot more ‘value, if by that term we 
mean genuine pleasure for money 
spent ... there are many coins in the 
world which are not BU and there is 
no shame in owning them. . . .” Here 
is another challenging quotation, this 
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one from Joseph Lepezyk in the cata- 
log for his October 29-30, 1982, 
auction: “‘For substantial changes in 
prices to occur . . . there must be an 
expanded collector base. Ideally this is 
created by young collectors who con- 
tinue their interest and possibly de- 
velop into advanced collectors over the 
years or by collectors changing their 
areas of interest. Where is this influx 
of new coin collectors? One can hardly 
find any interesting coins in circula- 
tion with which to start a collection. 
The young beginning collectors con- 
centrate on stamps, baseball cards, 
arcade tokens and bottle caps. So- 
called coin investors of recent years 
may well find no true increase in the 
value of their holdings even assuming 
accurate grading. For example, who 
will comprise the expanded collector 
retail market twenty years from now 
particularly in U.S. coins?” I disagree. 
What do you think? Kids always 
collect odd things in addition to coins. 
In my time, it was match-box covers. 
Perhaps Mr. Lepczyk’s point should 
have been inverted: The detriment to 
the coin hobby lies not in the things 
that kids collect, but in the fact that 
today it is the adults who are assembI- 
ing what will probably turn out to be 
worthless — once the fad is over — 
collections of baseball cards, beer cans, 
and the like, while coins will be always 
available and of interest because they 
are money... . Lot 1587 of Kagin’s 
ANA auction, a Lima, Peru, 4-escudo 
cob with printed estimate of $1500- 
$1700, sold for $4400 plus 10% to a 
floor bidder. . . . There is a tax move- 
ment afoot to deny capital-gains treat- 
ment and its current 20% lid to the 
profitable sale of a coin collection, 
which would be subject instead to 
regular income tax, on the premise 
that such an investment is non-produc- 
tive, unlike investment in industry 
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through the stock market or in the 
formation of capital to which a bank 
deposit presumably leads. As colum- 
nist Burnett Anderson points out, here 
are some investments which, where 
legal, qualify as productive: houses of 
prostitution, gambling casinos, porno- 
graphic publishing, and the manufac- 
ture of coin-operated games. . . . De- 
partment of Psycho-semantics: Some 
of my numismatic clients are Spanish 
Americans. Their attitude about the 
spending of money is usually quite 
different from that of the North 
American, who is seldom reticent 
about indicating what he can or can- 
not afford. In part this reflects the 
open nature of us gringos and of our 
society. The other part has to do with 
Hispanic pride, where to announce 
publicly what one can or cannot 
afford is something to be avoided as 
pretentious in the affirmative or self- 
deprecating in the negative. Besides, 
“to afford” is an Anglo-Saxon con- 
cept, in most cases an unemotional 
calculation unrelated to any sense of 
personal privacy or propriety. We even 
overuse this verb in a non-monetary 
sense: one can’t afford to stay out too 
late tonight or catch a cold now or 
miss the class. Whereas, “to afford” 
has no exact equivalent in the Spanish 
language, and a circumlocution must 
be used. Language is the vestment of 
thought and a key to the psychology 
of a people. In simplest terms, 
Eskimos have no word for coconut but 
many words for different types of 
snow, while South Pacific islanders 
speak of many kinds of coconut but 
have no word for snow. To return to 
the main point, however, in any lan- 
guage we all afford, within reason, 
what we want to afford, don’t we? 
And the rest of it is smokescreen for 
not really wanting to own that coin.

Bressett is a life member of both the 
American and Canadian Numismatic 
Society and the Royal Numismatic 
Society of England. President Lyndon 
Johnson appointed him to the U'S. 
Annual Assay Commission in 1966, 
and he was the 1978 recipient of the 
ANA Medal of Merit Award. 

In addition to reference work, Ken 
has written many articles for the coin 
collecting hobby, served as managing 
editor of the Whitman Numismatic 
Journal from 1964 to 1968, and has 
done extensive research on Early 
American coins. In 1977, he coordin- 
ated the editing and publishing of the 
American Numismatic Association’s 
grading standards book, and each year 
serves as an instructor at the ANA’s 
summer seminar program. 


A Pennsylvania native, Rick has 
been collecting coins since he was 
seven years old. He began dealing in 
coins with his father at age sixteen. 
Upon graduation from Council Rock 
High School and after attending the 
ANA summer seminar in 1980, he was 
hired to work at the ANA. 

Although Rick’s interest was initi- 
ally limited to U.S. coins, his knowl- 
edge of foreign and ancient coins has 
grown tremendously since coming to 
work at the ANA. He credits the ANA 
for giving him the opportunity to in- 
crease his numismatic knowledge as no 
other place could.

How about dates to avoid? Basic- 
ally, the coins that I would tell you 
not to invest in, in proof-like condi- 
tion, are the high-powered expensive 
dates, dates that are, we’ll say, $2000 
a coin and up. Now, if you’re an ex- 
perienced, knowledgeable and wealthy 
— and I stress the term wealthy — in- 
vestor, then okay, go ahead and look 
at some of these rare dates in proof- 
like, because they are occasionally 
available now at bargain prices; but 
this, folks, is no place for the be- 
ginner. 

Specifically, dates that I would 
avoid in proof-like, even if you could 
afford them, 1892-S at $30,000 is no 
bargain. 1895-S prooflike at $8,000 is 
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. Here is the continuation of that presentation.) 


a coin to avoid. It’s way overpriced, 
from my personal point of view, at 
$8,000. There’s another group of coins 
that I wouldn’t necessarily avoid, but 
I don’t think they'll do really well. 
They will go up, but certainly not as 
much as I would like. This group in- 
cludes 1890-S in prooflike at $425, 
1891-S, 1897-S and 1899-S. Those are 
four dates that I would avoid unless 
you just see the incredible, superb 
piece. I would avoid those four dates. 
I do believe they will go up in value, 
however, but not as much as most 
dates. Yes, I will repeat those four 
dates that probably will go up but will 
not go up as much as they ought to.

I would avoid 1890-S, 1891-S, 1897-S 
and 1899-S in prooflike condition. 
Those are dates that even though they 
are affordable, at least three of them, 
I would avoid them at today’s prices. 
However, if you see a superb ’90-S or 
°91-S prooflike, jump on it at today’s 
price. 

One factor I want to address myself 
to briefly before we close down here is 
the availability factor. The 1977 ANA 
Coin Show in Atlanta was a show [’ll 
never forget. Rolls of common-date 
prooflikes were available, 1880-S, 
1881-S, roll quantities in gem proof- 
like. I was offered by Mr. Tom Tekaz, 
two original rolls of prooflike 1890-0 
silver dollars. Coins that are gem proof- 
like now are trading for well over 
$1000 per coin. Tom had 43 of them! 
I saw a roll of 1891-CC prooflikes, 
several rolls of 1900-S in prooflike 
condition, now worth over $1600 on 
the Gray Sheet. I saw several rolls of 
those in prooflike. Folks, those days 
are gone forever. If you think the 
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safety deposit boxes are chuckfull of 
prooflikes, in some cases, folks, it’s the 
truth, they are. You will never again, 
in my personal opinion, see the ready 
availability of prooflike dollars. A 
friend of mine told me, “Randy, I’ll 
tell you what I really think of gem 
prooflike dollars; I'd sell my wife be- 
fore I sold my prooflikes!” People be- 
come attached to these darn things. 
It’s hard to describe the attraction to 
the superb prooflike dollar. You're at 
the point where the beauty just abso- 
lutely captivates you. But you still 
want to invest in them, right? So how 
do you get these prooflike dollars? 
There are still a few available. Your 
best chance is to go to a major coin 
show. Try to get there on the first day, 
because the best coins are usually the 
first ones to go. So, get there on the 
first day. Second, major auctions will 
occasionally give you a chance to buy 
some gem prooflikes. But check out 
the coin first before you bid on it. Just 
because the auction company says the 
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coin is an MS-65 prooflike doesn’t 
mean it is and MS-65 prooflike, so 
grading again rears its ugly head. Just 
because the coin is graded by ANACS 
as an MS-65 doesn’t mean that it IS 
an MS-65 prooflike, and it certainly 
doesn’t mean that I will buy it as an 
MS-65 prooflike. On this issue of grad- 
ing, I did want to make just a few 
comments. Learn to grade BEFORE 
you buy your first coin, and certainly 
before you buy your first expensive 
coin. Now, very few people do this. I 
would estimate that at most, three to 
five percent of all people investing 
right now learned even the rudiments 
of grading before they bought their 
first coin. Perhaps 99% of all people 
who invest in coins today have a casual 
acquaintanceship with grading and 
then they rush out and buy a $5,000 
coin that is perhaps only a $1,000 coin 
in MS-60. Folks, don’t do that. Learn 
to grade. Be patient. Be willing to take 
your time. It may take you several 
months just to master the common 
dates in prooflike condition, 1880-S, 
1881-S, dates like this. It will take you 
several years to master the scarce rare 
dates. Handle several examples of a 
given date in prooflike condition. 
Look at them, see them, examine 
them carefully before you buy your 
first one. If you decide you want to 
buy an 1887-0 prooflike dollar, I'd 
urge you to look at 10 or 20 of them 
before you buy the coin, no matter 
how good the price is, no matter how 
nice the coin looks to you personally, 
don’t buy the coin until you’ve seen 
several examples of it, and you can 
compare visually what you're trying 
to buy. 

Is ANACS the answer to the grad- 
ing problem? My answer to that is No, 
it’s not. The ANA certification service 
does not even include the term ‘proof- 
like’ — at least to the best of my 
knowledge, in their grading certificates 
as of the moment. If you send a coin 
off to ANACS to be graded and it’s 
prooflike MS-65, they may send you a 
certificate back saying it’s MS-65, but 
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they don’t tell you if it’s prooflike or 
not. Now the difference on some of 
these dates can be 200% or 2000%. So 
ANACS can’t help you at all on the 
prooflike issue... . 

Another comment, not all coins 
that grade the same are worth the 
same. A lot of people are puzzled by 
this, but let me give you an example. 
1884-CC prooflike silver dollar, one of 
the most common dates in prooflike. 
This coin definitely grades MS-65 and 
it’s prooflike. It has an average mirror, 
a little bit of contrast between the 
head and the fields of the coins, a little 
bit of cameo contrast. Compare this to 
another MS-65, °84-CC silver dollar 
that is an extremely deep mirror, it’s 
just like looking at a real mirror and 
the frost on the head of Liberty and 
the eagle just bursts out from the coin. 
The coin has a few minor bag marks 
that keeps it as an MS-65 versus a -67. 
Now these two coins both grade MS- 
65 and they’re both prooflike. The 
first prooflike ’84-CC is worth, maybe, 
$250 or $300. The second MS-65 with 
the incredible deep mirror is worth, 
perhaps, $375 to $600. They both 
grade MS-65, they’re both prooflike, 
they’re both ’84-CCs. So, folks, don’t 
fall into the trap of equating grade 
with price. It’s one of the biggest 
failures that most beginners and 
novices make. Factors such as con- 
trast, depth of mirror, are very im- 
portant in determining price, yet 
neither of these factors can be directly 
related to grade, so remember that. 
Folks, when you buy a coin, you're 
not buying the grade of the coin; you 
are buying the coin for a price. That’s 
a very basic thing, and yet people 
tend to overlook that. 

Speaking of price, price from my 
point of view is a No. | item for con- 
sideration in any investment, especi- 
ally coin investment. For example, a 
gem deep mirror 1880-S prooflike 
dollar might be a good investment, but 
not at $1,000. . . . Conversely, an MS- 
60 1880-S that’s not even prooflike is 


a good investment at $15. 
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The issue of availability is some- 
thing I want to address. Most major 
respected numismatic experts agree 
that gem prooflike Morgan dollars are 
a terrific investment at today’s prices. 
This is not just my opinion. The prob- 
lem, though, is how can you get them 
and, if you can get them, are you go- 
ing to act on it? The gem prooflike 
dollars, as I said earlier, are rapidly 
dwindling in terms of availability. So 
I would urge you to get rolling and 
get the knowledge that you need to 
make your move before they are vir- 
tually gone altogether. The best in- 
vestment advice in the world isn’t 
worth a hoot if you don’t act on it 
and take some strong positive steps 
to do something about it. 

Why should you invest in these 
darn things, anyway? A_ reasonable 
question. Probably the bottom line 
is inflation and economic survival. 
Now I suppose there are some of you 
out there who still believe that when 
you retire, Uncle Sam will take care 
of you, or your husband or your wife 
will take care of you, or your grand- 
daughter or your son, or somebody or 
something or some _ governmental 
agency will take care of you when 
you're old and gray. Folks, if you be- 
lieve that, then you believe the South 
won the Civil War, because it’s just 
not necessarily going to happen. 
There’s only one person in this world 
who can guarantee your financial 
future. And that’s you! And if you 
don’t take the responsibility to act 
wisely for your own future, no one 
else is going to do it for you. Id like 
to tell you that Social Security will be 
strong and solvent when [| retire. I 
don’t really believe that in my heart 
and I’m certainly not going to risk 
my future by believing in it. So this 
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is the No. 1 item. Another related 
issue, and this is on the back of Fight 
Inflation with Silver Dollars |By Les 
and Sue Fox; Mr. Campbeil authored 
the special section on Prooflike Mor- 
gan Dollars in that book - Ed.], the 
inflation syndrome, how it affects you 
personally. If you’re currently making 
a salary of $25,000 a year and you 
assume 10% inflation, last year [1981 | 
was about 13%, but if you’re assuming 
a 10% inflation rate between now and 
the year 2002, 20 years from now, 
your $25,000 salary will have to grow 
to almost $170,000 just to stay where 
you are. You won't be any further 
ahead. Most of you who are alive now 
will be alive 20 years from now. Will 
you be making $170,000 a year salary 
in the year 2002? I don’t know. But 
that’s, I guess, why Les Fox says by 
the year 2000 we’ll all be millionaires 
and we’ll all be broke. There’s probab- 
ly a lot of truth to that. So, stop and 
think about the implications of 20 
years of 10% inflation. The implica- 
tions are devastating. So I want to 
leave you with just those thoughts. 
There is a list of required reading on 
the back here. I’d urge you to read all 
these books. The Vam book, I did not 
list the complete title. It’s the Com- 
prehensive Catalog and Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Morgan and Peace Dollars. 
That’s why I call it the Vam book. 
. . . So, before you buy your first 
prooflike dollar, be sure you know 
what to expect and what you're look- 
ing for. I would urge you to buy the 
book before the coin, and I certainly 
didn’t originate that. So, on these 
words, I’m going to stop and say thank 
you for your attention. If there are 
any questions or comments, I’d be 
more than happy to field them at this 
time. Thank you very much. 
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of the Early American Coppers Club, Inc.) 


This article will cover the 1796 
half cents and the information con- 
cerning their issue. The year 1796 pre- 
sents somewhat of a problem in that 
there is no way, as yet, of tying the 
coins to delivery figures except by ex- 
tremely thin threads. Because of this 
lack of corroborating evidence, we can 
only speculate as to how many were 
made, when, and in what sequence. 
Unlike my previous articles in Penny- 
Wise, this article will present the avail- 
able alternatives for your considera- 
tion; and, until additional evidence is 
found to support one alternative over 
the other(s), you may draw your own 
conclusions. 

Half cents dated 1796 have long 
held a fascination for collectors. Re- 
garded as a classic rarity, this particu- 
lar date is usually the last to be added 
in a set; and even at that, the poor 
quality of available specimens forces 
the collector to settle for something 
less than desired. Even though this 
date has been knocked out of its No. 1 
status as the rarest half cent year by 
the 1831 business strikes, 1796 half 
cents will generally bring high prices 
and spirited bidding at auctions. How- 
ever, the 1796 half cent may not be as 


scarce as is commonly thought. I have 
photographs of 39 different specimens 
and I know of many more. My guess 
would be that there are at least 100 or 
more specimens in existence today. 
Certainly many other half cent varie- 
ties are rarer, yet they do not bring as 
high a price as a 1796. Nevertheless, 
it’s hard to fight the years of publicity 
and, as a supporter of the half cent 
market, I suppose that I should con- 
tinue the tradition by similarly over- 
stating this rarity — but I won't. 

Now let’s examine some of the as- 
pects of the 1796 half cents. We’ll be- 
gin with the emission sequence. 

There are two varieties of half cent 
for 1796; and they are very simple and 
easy to distinguish from one another, 
even in low grade. One obverse has a 
pole; the other does not. As a further 
identifying characteristic, | every 
example of the variety without the 
pole which I have either seen or heard 
about has a horizontal die crack bisect- 
ing the obverse. Both varieties share a 
common reverse die. I will be referring 
to the two varieties simply as the No 
Pole and With Pole. 

Previous authors have had the 
— Continued Over 
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following to say about 1796 half 
cents: 

Frossard (1879) noted that impres- 
sions were known from TWO PAIRS 
of dies, thus implying another reverse 
die. As has been previously stated, pre- 
sent knowledge recognizes two differ- 
ent obverse dies but only ONE com- 
mon reverse die. Frossard presented no 
emission sequence and offered no die 
state information. 

Ross (1916) hypothesized that the 
No Pole preceded the With Pole in the 
emission sequence. He also listed the 
No Pole with obverse crack as a sub- 
variety, implying his knowledge of a 
specimen without the crack! 

Gilbert (1916), in his presentation, 
had the With Pole followed by the No 
Pole. However, this cannot be con- 
sidered as the emission sequence, since 
Gilbert made no attempts in this area. 
He reported no die state information 
except for the bisecting obverse crack 
on the No Pole variety, which he 
noted as “sometimes” appearing, 
thereby implying the existence of an 
unbroken No Pole obverse. 


Cohen (1971 and 1982) placed the 
No Pole before the With Pole in an 
emission sequence in both his editions. 
He offered no die state evidence, but 
stated that every specimen of the No 
Pole variety which he had seen or 
viewed in a photograph had the hori- 
zontal obverse break. 

Thus, we can see that the only pro- 
posed emission sequences are those 
offered by Ross and Cohen, both of 
whom placed the No Pole before the 
With Pole, although neither offered 
any substantiating die state evidence 
to justify their placement. 

Since the reverse die is the only one 
which is common to both varieties of 
the 1796 half cent, let us turn our 
attention to it. There are no known 
obvious breaks on the reverse die. For 
its careful study then, it would be 
necessary to obtain the highest grade 
specimens possible, Fortunately, this 
became a reality recently when three 
exceptional quality 1796 half cents 
were made available for simultaneous 
study; the AUSS “Dupont” No Pole, 
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the AUSS “Showers” With Pole, and 
the beautiful MS ‘‘Newcomer” With 
Pole. The No Pole specimen exhibited 
a prooflike reverse, no rust pits, some 
die-polishing marks in the fields, and 
an incomplete N in CENT, i.e., a small 
portion of the lower right point was 
missing. The latter was not due to any 
damage, and it is evident in the plate 
of the No Pole variety in Cohen’s 2nd 
edition. On the other hand, the two 
With Pole specimens did exhibit rust 
pits, non-prooflike surfaces, no polish- 
ing marks, and the N’s in CENT are 
complete. 

Unfortunately, this evidence can be 
used by either school of thought to 
substantiate its placement of the varie- 
ties in an emission sequence: the 
reverse die of the No Pole could have 
been polished immediately after its 
creation and prior to striking, which 
would place it first in the sequence; or 
it could have been polished to remove 
the rust pits found on the With Pole 
variety, which would place it second in 
the sequence. Likewise, the defect in 
the N in CENT is either due to an in- 
complete punch which was corrected 
subsequent to the striking of the No 
Pole and prior to the striking of the 
With Pole; or the defect could have 
resulted from a filled die which was 
caused by the polishing of the No 
Pole reverse after this variety had been 
struck. By themselves, the coins offer 
no solution to our problem. Again, we 
find no conclusive evidence to support 
either emission sequence. 

Now that we’ve examined past pro- 
posals and the coins themselves, the 
only information remaining to be 
examined is that found in the Cent 
Book in the National Archives. 

There were several deliveries of half 
cents in 1796. In previous articles in 
P-W, lL established that the 109,000 de- 
livered in the lst quarter of 1796 were 
all 1795-dated half cents. This leaves 
us two deliveries to account for — 
5,090 in the 2nd quarter and 1,390 in 
the final quarter. It is universally 
agreed that the 1,390 delivered in the 
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last quarter were 1796-dated coins. 
That, then, leaves only two alterna- 
tives for consideration: the 5,090 
coins delivered in the 2nd quarter were 
either (1) dated 1795 or (2) they were 
dated 1796. Let’s look at each alter- 
native. 

Assuming that the 5,090 were 
indeed dated 1795, this leaves a total 
mintage for 1796 of 1,390 half cents. 
Applying the 3-percent rule as the 
rate of survival for copper coins of this 
period, this would yield approximately 
41 half cents of 1796 extant, which is 
less than half of the number known to- 
day. In fact, the 100+ coins known to- 
day represent over 7 percent of the 
1,390 total, a rather significant differ- 
ence. Also, if we accept this total, 
there is no real need to argue an emis- 
sion sequence, since this is the only 
delivery we are concerned with. 

Rather, if we include the 5,090 
along with the 1,390 as representing 
the total half cent coinage for 1796, 
this would make a total mintage of

6,480 coins. Applying the 3 percent 
rule to these figures yields separate 
survival rates of 153 and 41 coins re- 
spectively, more in keeping with what 
is known to have survived to this date. 
Furthermore, this also implies an emis- 
sion sequence which places the With 
Pole ahead of the No Pole. In other 
words, the ratio of extant With Poles 
to extant No Poles would be 153 to 41, 
or roughly 4 With Poles to every 1 No 
Pole. This is basically consistent with 
the known specimens. 

A further problem exists when try- 
ing to tie the 5,090 into the 1795 
coinage. In a previous article in P-W, it 
was established that the last 1795 
varieties, 49,000 in all, were delivered 
in March, 1796. These included several 
pieces struck over cut-down large cents. 
The 5,090 half cents came from a 
totally separate batch of copper which 
included NO spoiled large cents. Pre- 
sumably, if any were made, they were 
included along with the clippings 
which were later sold by the Mint. The 
fact that the 5,090 half cents were 
produced from a separate batch of 
copper and that no cut-down large 
cents were used, it is highly unlikely 
that any 1795-dated coins would have 
been included. 

The last point of discussion is to 
note the similarity of the 1795 No 
Pole half cent, which was the last 
variety struck of that mintage year, to 
the 1796 No Pole. Because of this 
similarity, the two dies have been 
linked together which would point to- 
wards an emission sequence for 1796, 
placing the No Pole variety first. But it 
should be pointed out that even 
though the No Pole 1796 die may have 
been made using the 1795 No Pole as a 
model, there is no indication that dies 
were used in their order of manufac- 
ture. In fact, there are many cases to 
prove that this was not so. 

Therefore, we are left with two pos- 
sible conclusions. One is that the total 
mintage for the 1796 half cents was 
1 390, that these coins were delivered 
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in October of 1796, that the 5,090 
were indeed part of the 1795-dated 
coinage, and that we cannot guess as 
to an emission sequence. The other 
alternative is that the total mintage of 
the 1796 half cent was 6,480, that 
there were two separate deliveries of 
5,090 and 1,390 coins each, that the 
deliveries consisted of With Pole and 
No Pole varieties respectively and in 
that order, and that an implied emis- 
sion sequence based on these deliveries 
exists which can be thinly supported 
by actual die-state evidence. Until 
further evidence is found, we are left 
with these two possibilities. Perhaps 
someday, the mystery of the 1796 
half cents can be solved, once and 
for all.

MAKING MONEY: HOW THE MINT TURNS A PROFIT 


A Growing Product Line — from coins to medals — is making 
a financial success of one agency of the government. 


(Submitted by Stan Peterson — from U.S. News & World Report, Inc.) 


It’s no secret that the U.S. Mint 
makes money; what is less known is 
how much money it makes making 
money. 

This year, Director Donna Pope 
expects the Mint to earn a record 
750-million-dollar “profit” — sales of 
special coins and medals plus the value 
of new coins beyond what they cost to 
produce. A half dollar, for example, 
costs about 3 cents to make, so the 
Mint earns about 47 cents — a pre- 
dicted 37 million dollars on 83 million 
half dollars in 1983. 

Hefty income. Value of coinage 
over production costs for pennies, 
nickels, dimes and quarters could hit 
435 million dollars this year. 

In addition, the first $10 gold coin 
in more than 50 years will be minted 
in September. However, as part of a 
$400 set that will include 1983 and 
1984 silver dollars, it is unlikely to be 
circulated. Profits from sales of the 
complete set, available early next 
year and commemorating the 1984 
Summer Olympics in Los Angeles, will 
go to U.S. committees running the 
international games. 

Also profitable are the more than 
300 medals the Mint casts, com- 
memorating all U.S. Presidents, many 
military heroes and such _ notable

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FALSE SHEKELS FROM THE RENAISSANCE 
By YA’AKOV MESHORER 
(Reprinted with kind permission of The Shekel, March-April, 1980) 


(The author is curator of the Department of Numismatics of the Israel Museum, Jerusalem. 
His presentation, ‘“‘Fantasy Jewish Coins of the Renaissance’ was the David M. Bullowa 
Memorial Lecture delivered Oct. 13, 1979, at a regular meeting of the American Numismatic 


Society in its museum, New York.) 


This subject is a very strange one 
because it is not directly associated to 
the direct line of research of ancient 
coins, a field in which I have special- 
ized for the last 20 years. But there 
came a time when a certain group of 
coins began to be important in numis- 
matic research from the point of view 
of what coins, in general, during the 
ages meant to some of the people. 

For the understanding of coins to- 
day, one realizes that coins in ancient 
times — until the end of the 19th cen- 
tury — were much more than just 
currencies to use for payment. They 
were sometimes symbolic items, some- 
times a prestigious object used for 
many other purposes other than for 
the few commercial reasons. 

This is why so many items, so- 
called ‘‘coins,” were created through- 
out history to supply a demand which 
is just more than currency. 

Every beginner in numismatics, 
especially Jewish numismatics, knows 
the familiar shekel, struck during the 
Jewish war against Rome, specifically 
one from the third year of the Jewish 
war, 68 A.D. This famous type of coin 
is a shekel of Israel with the date, year 
three, stamped with three pomegran- 
ates, a chalice and the inscription, 
Holy Jerusalem. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of silver shekels like this have 
been found. Recently, in excavations 
in Jerusalem, we found two hoards of 
them, and they were found at Massada 
by the dozens. It is a well-known type. 

The first time this coin was treated 
by somebody who was interested in 
ancient coins, as far as we know, is the 
commentator and traveler, biblical 
authority, Nachmanides, who visited 
the Holy Land in the 13th century. 

This well-known scholar described 


whatever he saw during his very inter- 
esting trip to Israel where he decided 
to stay; in fact, he died there. 

In one of the chapters in which he 
described the shekel, or the tribute 
half shekel that every Jew had to pay 
yearly to the temple, he wrote, in a 
commentary written in 1269 on the 
Torah on one of the first books of the 
Bible, Exodus: 

God has blessed me til now, so that 
I have had the merit to come to Accu, 
and I found there, in the possession of 
the elders of the Land a silver coin en- 
graved like the engravings of a signet, 
with a pattern like a “rod of an 
almond tree’’ on one side, and on the 
other side a pattern like a jar, and 
around the two sides was an engraved 
writing, written very clearly. The writ- 
ing was shown to the Kuthiim and 
they read it at once, for that was the 
Hebrew script which was left to the 
Kuthliim, as is mentioned in Tractate 
Sanhedrin. On one side they read: 
“the shekel of shekalim,’’ and on the 
other side: ‘Jerusalem the holy.” 
They further said that the figures re- 
present the rod of Aaron with its 
flowers and almonds, and the second 
figure represents the jar of manna. 

Kuthiim is the nickname at that 
time of the Samaritans who lived in 
the Samaria area and Sechem are still 
using the ancient Jewish script. These 
were the only people who could read 
this script. They read it at once. In 
another version the jar of manna was 
identified as “the incense altar” of 
the temple. 

In the old tradition, the medieval 
tendency to describe ancient elements 
— not as we do today, the dry way, 
describing what we see without com- 
mentary or interpretation — right 
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away he gave what he thought was 
represented on the shekels. 

And, of course, he had this knowl- 
edge of ancient Jewish sources, so to 
him this was the rod of Aaron. For 
those who do not remember the ex- 
pression, rod of Aaron means, I direct 
you to the book, Numbers, chapter 
17, verses 16 through 23, as follows: 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying: “Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and take of them rods, one for 
each fathers’ house, of all their princes 
according to their fathers’ houses, 
twelve rods; thou shalt write every 
man’s name upon his rod. And thou 
shalt write Aaron’s name upon the rod 
of Levi, for there shall be one rod for 
the head of their fathers’ houses. And 
thou shalt lay them up in the tent of 
meeting before the testimony, where I 
meet with you. And it shall come to 
pass, that the man whom I shall 
choose, his rod shall but; and I will 
make to cease from Me the murmur- 
ings of the children of Israel, which 


they murmur against you.”’ And 
Moses spoke unto the children of 
Israel; and all their princes gave him 
rods, for each prince one according 
to their fathers’ houses, even twelve 
rods; and the rod of Aaron was among 
their rods. And Moses laid up the rods 
before the Lord in the tent of the 
testimony. And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses went into the tent 
of the testimony; and, behold, the rod 
of Aaron for the house of Levi was 
budded, and put forth buds, and 
bloomed blossoms, and bore ripe 


almonds. 
This exciting story about the 
blooming rod was the immediate 


association that came to his mind by 
seeing what we call today “stem with 
three’ pomegranates. 

Another commentary from Jewish 
sources, a century later by Eshtori 
Haparhi, gives another description of 
this very shekel. Writing in about 1320 
A.D., Haparhi said: 

“And I came across a denar, of the. 
holy shekel coinage, made of pure 
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silver, inscribed with Samaritan charac- 
ters, depicting on one side the shape of 
the Manna vessel and on the other side 
an almond tree, the rod of Aaron, with 
three almond flowers.”’ 

Not only Jews were very interested 
in this subject, the so-called Holy 
shekel, but also many Christians who 
were interested in all elements that 
had to do with the history of Jesus, 
and, in this specific case, in the history 
of relics collected in the time of Jesus, 
referring to the 30 shekels of Judas 
Iscariot, who was paid for betraying 
Jesus. 

Christians on one side were recon- 
structing, finding out what these 
shekels were, and Jews on the other 
side were interested in finding out 
what the real shekels look like and 
their shape. Jews were always of the 
Opinion that the original shekels are 
of the time of David and Solomon, of 
the first and second temple periods. 

For both Jews and Christians, the 
only source of information were these 
two quotations, unless there are other 
quotations that we don’t now have. 
These are the only ancient ones, the 
13th century interpretations of this 
shekel. Then we have a gap from the 
13th century until the 16th century. 
From the 16th century on, there are 
all of a sudden many “shekels,” de- 
picting the designs and inscription 
similar to these literary descriptions as 
the real original shekels of the Bible. 

Forgeries of real shekels were not 
known prior to the 19th century. But 
from the beginning of the collecting of 
these coins, forgeries or imitations of 
real shekels, made by the technique of 
molding, taking the original one, mak- 
ing molds and casting new types, 
appeared. Sometimes the makers even 
put the date of them, 1919 for ex- 
ample, to identify them as souvenirs. 

But there are “shekels” with an en- 
tirely different design, done by some- 
body who had never seen a real shekel, 
and had only literary 13th century in- 
terpretation of the shekels. Sometimes

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the designers didn’t even know how to 
write Hebrew, not mentioning the fact 
that they used unclear and ancient 
Hebrew and had terrible spelling, abso- 
lutely nothing to do with ancient Jew- 
ish legends; “Jerusalem, and Holy,” 
for example. One such piece referred 
to the “blooming rod,” to the rod of 
Aaron, to the blooming branch of 
almonds, and there were almonds, 
there were leaves, but this is only an 
interpretation. The reverse shows the 
same thing: the manna jar, or what- 
ever it is, sometimes referred to as an 
incense altar, surrounded by the 
modern (16th, 17th century style) 
Hebrew inscription: “shekel of Israel.” 
Thus we have “Blooming rod, Almond 
tree” instead of stem with three pome- 
granates and strange vessel with smoke 
instead of chalice. 

Most of the fantasy shekels are imi- 
tations of an old type, going back to 
the 16th or 17th centuries, struck 
mainly toward the end of the 19th 
century — the principle the same. A 
tree-like branch, almonds and a 
modern Hebrew inscription, Holy 
Jerusalem. There are hundreds of 
different varieties of these fantasy 
shekels. 

Now what is behind this? Who did 
it? Why was it done? Who bought 
them? Who was interested in these? 
In volumes going back to the 17th cen- 
tury one can find books that point out 
these coins are “absolutely original 
coins, original shekels from the first 
and second temple periods.” Many 
books refer to these “‘very shekels of 
the time of Jesus.” Some well known 
firms selling coins used to sell these 
with documents guaranteeing that 
these are either the original or a copy 
of the original coins of Jesus. 

A document from Germany in the 
19th century reads: 

“A correct copy of an original piece 
of Silver. The Lord Christ was sold by 
Judas Iscariot for thirty pieces of silver. 
The Israelite piece of silver had the 
value of one silver shekel in the temple 
and according to our reckoning held 
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almost one Loth, or three and five 
ninths quintals. On one side of the 
medal is Aaron’s Rod, and the He- 
brew inscription on it means: Jeru- 
salem the Holy. On the other side is 
an expiatory sacrifice and the inscrip- 
tion: Shekel of Israel. Signed Joseph 
Liebich, Munich Bavaria.” 

Another document is described by 
Hill in his book, The Medallic Por- 
traits of Christ, 1920. He found a well 
known firm in London selling these 
“shekels,” and I quote: 

‘Before me is an atrociously bad 
cast facsimile which is or was until re- 
cently sold by one of the largest firms 
of general dealers in all London, to- 
gether with the following printed des- 
cription: ‘Cast-Iron Model of Jewish 
Shekel.’ This is a facsimile of a genuine 
Shekel (called in the Bible ‘a piece of 
silver’), coined by Simon Maccabaeus, 
who was King of the Jews B.C. 172- 
142. 

“Tt was issued in the year B.C. 170. 
It is, therefore, now 2,068 years old. 

“For thirty ‘pieces of silver’ Judas 
betrayed our Lord. The Hebrew in- 
scriptions on the obverse and reverse 
mean ‘Shekel of Israel’ and ‘Liberator 
of Jerusalem’ and the designs represent 
the pot of manna and Aaron’s rod that 
budded.”’ 

The information in this description 
is so absurd that only God knows 
where from this information was de- 
rived. 

These pieces — most of them 
copied and recopied — are said by 
some sources to be used at Purim time 
when they were given as gifts. But 
whoever forged them, or made them as 
imitations, or sold them as imitations, 
or tried to sell them as originals, 
people who used them believed they 
were holy and that they were using 
real Jewish shekels. 

There is one book that warns the 
collector and all those who use these: 
“Beware! These are original shekels 
and not the other ones, represented 
some times,” referring to those which 
are Originals! — Continued Page 89 
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Some “shekels” were more elabor- 
ate and represent additional elements 
and sometimes even really looked like 
a joke. But it was no joke! People 
really liked them and regarded them 
very seriously. Some of them were 
larger and more rare. All kinds of addi- 
tional elements, depicted on some of 
them, hats, shophars, jugs, crowns. 
Some showed the tendency of people, 
the psychology of what would be an 
ideal medal to devise and offer to 
people to buy, to keep as an out- 
standing souvenir. 

In the one .. . one sees four He- 
brew letters meaning, “kosher shekel” 
literally, good and genuine shekel. 
Another fantasy shekel has got al- 
most an entire Bible on one medal! It 
has all the names of the tribe on it! 
And not just the names of the tribes, 
but the names of the tribes as they 
appear in the Bible, with the word 
“and” so it is like text, and not just a 
group of names. 

This shows that the engraver might 
not even have understood the text. 
He was given the text, he was asked to 
put the names of the 12 tribes, and he 
quoted the Bible word for word with 
no editing work. 

There was once a scholar who tried 
to explain why, in anicient Jewish 
mosaics, the names of the Zodiac 
sometimes has an additional “and.” 
He said this shows that they used to 
sing them — and that there was a kind 
of song with the names of the Zodiac 
and, in order to fit them to the melo- 
dy, they sometimes had to add the 
word “and.” This may be the case of 
this medal — they had to add the word 
to fit it to the medal, but this doesn’t 
have to be the reason. 

Another well known group of false 
shekels has to do with the psychology 
of people who demanded them. Chris- 
tians and Jews each of them wanted to 
have such “‘shekels” for their own rea- 
son. And, when there is a demand, 
there is a supply. And the supply is the 
people who made the forgeries, some- 
times with good will, sometimes with 
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bad will. Those who sold them in most 
cases believed, really believed, they 
were selling the genuine, the good 
pieces. Some of them obviously sold 
for a very high price. ) 

There is another group which is less 
known. I found an illustration in a 
book in which it tried to represent to 
the reader a “‘coin,’ and “‘original 
coin” of Judas Iscariot. 

For another group I will give a 
small background: Jewish books, ex- 
cept for the Bible, mostly those which 
were composed during the late Hellen- 
istic period and the Roman period, up 
to 400-500 A.D., were mostly books 
of law, Mishnah and Talmud, law and 
commentary of law. But there are 
additional books, mainly those which 
are called Midrash, a kind of commen- 
tary that can be described as meta- 
phorical or symbolic commentary. 

For instance, taking a passage from 
the Bible, they would try to fit it to 
something that gives construction, 
Jewish wisdom, something that didn’t 
try to explain certain passages or what 
really happened, but what could be 
taught from it to the people at that 
time, based on this or that biblical ex- 
pression. This is a wonderful source of 
information under one condition: that 
we can explain, not literally, what is 
being described, to understand the 
idea, the metaphor which it wants to 
represent. 

In these Mishnahic, Talmudic and 
Midrashic sources, mostly from the 
Roman period, we find a lot of quota- 
tions and references to “‘coins” that 
never existed. 

Why? First of all, everybody knows 
that coins mentioned in the Roman 
period were minted ‘in many cases not 
for the sake of commercial use, but 
for publicity.

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THE BUST HALF-DOLLAR 
A Coin for Collectors

Are you looking for a new series of 
coins to collect? If you like a challenge 
but at prices the average collector can 
afford, consider the Bust Half Dollar. 
This series contains numerous obvious 
varieties, has the charm of an early 
19th-century design, and is 90% silver. 
Best of all, the price is right: a VF 
common date lists in the July 20, 
1983 Trends at $57.50. 


Physical Description: 

The Bust Half Dollar (sometimes 
also called the Turban Head, Draped 
Bust Left, Capped Bust, or Liberty 
Cap type) was minted from 1807 to 
1838. This span of 31 years includes 
three main types. These three types 
differ from each other on the reverse 
and on the edge: Type 1, minted from 
1807 to 1836, has the denomination 
given as 50 C. on the lower reverse, 
and a lettered edge reading Fifty Cents 
Or Half A Dollar. Type 2, minted from 
1836 to 1837, has the denomination 
written out as 50 Cents on the reverse 
and a reeded edge. Type 3 has the de- 
nomination as Half Dol. and also has a 
reeded edge. 

The lettered edge type is about 
32.5 millimeters in diameter (it varies 
slightly) as opposed to 30 millimeters 
for the reeded edge types. Present-day 
halves are 30.6 mm in diameter. This 
means that you won't be able to find a 
ready-made album in which to put 
your Bust halves! The weight and fine- 
ness of the lettered edge type are also 
different from modern coins: 13.48 
grams of 0.8924 silver then, and 12.5 
grams of 0.90 silver for modern silver 
halves. Reeded edge Bust halves are of 
modern fineness, but weigh 13.36 
grams. 

The reeded edge types were among 
the first coins struck by the US. 
Mint’s new steam-driven coinage 
presses. In keeping with this increasing 
mechanization, there are very few dic 


varieties among these coins. Because of 
this, this article will concentrate only 
on the lettered edge type. 


Design 

The obverse design of the Bust half 
features the portrait of a rather stout 
Liberty facing left. She wears a Phry- 
gian, or Liberty cap, with an incuse 
LIBERTY inscribed on the headband. 
The bust is surrounded by 13 stars, 7 
on the left and 6 on the right. The 
date lies below the bust. 

The reverse design is dominated by 
a somewhat disproportionate eagle, 
placed low in the field. The eagle holds 
an Olive branch in his left talons and 
three arrows in his right. On his breast 
he carries a Union shield. United 
States of America appears in an arc in- 
side the upper rim of the coin. Be- 
tween this inscription and the eagle’s 
head is the motto, & PLURIBUS 
UNUM on atribbon. 

The eagle looks over his left shoul- 
der, above the talon holding the olive 
branch. In heraldry, this implies a 
peaceful America. The design didn’t 
change, even though the U.S. was at 
war with Great Britain from June of 
1812 to February of 1815! The war 
had its effects in another way, though. 
Very little bullion was deposited at 
the Mint due to a British invasion in 
1814. This lack of bullion caused the 
mintage of 1815 halves to be only 
47,150 pieces, making this the key 
date of the series. 

The Bust half was designed by 
John Reich, an artist who emigrated 
from Germany. Henry Voight, chief 
coiner, liked his work and recom- 
mended him for the job as Assistant 
Engraver. Reich was a bondsman, re- 
portedly freed by a Mint official. This 
gave him a personal stake in the 
Liberty cap, the symbol of freedom 
since Roman times. 

— Continued Over 
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Reich’s Liberty and eagle design 
proved to be enduring. This design, or 
a modified version of it, appeared on 
all U.S. coins issued until the Gob- 
recht era began in the middle 1830's. 
Supposedly, Reich used his mistress 
as a model. Miss Liberty she might 
have been, but by modern standards 
of beauty, Miss America she wasn’t! 


Die Varieties 
Even though Reich’s basic design is 
on all Bust halves, a collector will find 
after examining only a few coins that 
there are significant differences in 
appearance among specimens of a 
given date — and even bigger differ- 
ences among specimens of different 
dates. These differences range from 
the size of dates to the positions of 
letters to almost every design feature 
on the coins. Overdates, die cracks, 
and all sorts of errors are common. In 
fact. the Guide Book of United States 
Coins! lists 71 different varieties (in- 
cluding edge variations). 
The causes of die varieties can be 
divided into two broad groups: inten-

tional and unintentional. Intentional 
varieties include changes in the size 
and position of design elements such 
as numerals, letters, and stars, and 
also certain minor design changes. 
Overdates create, perhaps, the most 
interesting intentional varieties. Un- 
intentional varieties are caused by die 
cracks, clash marks, and by human 
error. It is these differences that make 
Bust halves fascinating to collect. 

The study of Bust halves by die 
varieties got its start in the last cen- 
tury with the work of Haseltine and 
Beistle. However, it was the publica- 


tion of Al C. Overton’s Early Half 


Dollar Die Varieties? in 1967 that gave 
the modern impetus to die variety col- 
lecting. The book gives descriptions 
and rarity estimates for all varieties, 
and represents the inspection of tens 
of thousands of coins, It is only fitting 
that “Overton numbers’ are com- 
monly used to describe Bust halves. 
Why are there so many varieties?

One answer lies in the minting process. 
During the early 19th century, metal- 
lurgy and die sinking were not as ad- 
vanced as now. It was a major effort to 
make a new die. Consequently, the 
need to produce coins led to low 
quality contro] standards. 

The only standardized parts of the 
design were the head punch on the 
obverse and the eagle on the reverse. 
A master die was first engraved for a 
given side, and from this a hub was 
made. A hub is a positive punch, just 
like a coin. In the case of Bust halves, 
a hub had only the main design on it — 
no date, no letters, no other design. 

Working dies were made from hubs. 
Once the working die had the main 
design impressed into it, Mint work- 
men took individual punches and 
hammered the other design elements 
into place. This time-consuming pro- 
cess guaranteed every working die 
would be different. It also meant that 
if a die cracked or was blundered, it 
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would still be used as long as it would 
hold together. 

In some early years, a pair of dies 
didn’t last for many impressions. On 
the average, a particular die might last 
for 150,000 strikes. In 1814, however, 
there were 13 obverse dies for 
1,039,075 coins — an average of only 
about 80,000 per die. Not only that, 
most 1814s (and 1813s too) are 
among the most obviously imperfect 
coins in the series, with clash marks, 
die cracks, and weak strikes plentiful. 
Taxay, for example, describes 1813 as 
“Often found with double profile; 
usually with die clash marks.’ 


Intentional Varieties 
Size Differences 

One easily noticeable variation be- 
tween coins appears in the numerals of 
the date: several years have large and 
small date varieties. The year 1834 has 
obviously different large and small 
dates. Coins struck in the first part of 
that year have large date numerals, 
sized like earlier years. A re-hubbing 
later in the year resulted in decidedly 
smaller and more delicate numerals. 
The large date is slightly scarcer, with 
8 varieties versus 13 for the small date. 

Most years having large and small 
date varieties have only one digit in 
the date affected. 1830 is an example, 
with large and small O varieties — the 
large O variety being more scarce (but 
still not hard to find). In fact, eight 
different years in the series have at 
least one digit in the date appearing in 
large and small varieties. 1820 is the 
most difficult of the large and small 
dates to collect, since the date itself 
has the third lowest mintage in the 
series. 

Size differences also appear on the 
reverse, as “large and small letter” 
varieties. This refers to the letters in 
“United States of America.” The small 
letter reverses used from 1834-1836 
have considerable space between the 
words, and are distant from the milling. 
The letters are 1% mm or so in height. 
Large letter reverses more nearly fill 
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up the space between the milling and 
the motto, and have less spacing be- 
tween words. The letters here are 2 to 
2% mm in height. Some exceptional 
large letter reverses (as O-118 in 
1828) have the words so crowded to- 
gether they appear as UNITED- 
STATESOFAMERICA! 

Stars on the obverse and the de- 
nomination 50 C on the reverse also 
exhibit size differences. These are 
fairly minor design elements, so 
varieties based on them are not usually 
called out (with the exception of 1807 
large and small star varieties). Not only 
that, star punches of different size 
were sometimes used onthe same coin, 
making it hard to categorize the result 
as a large or small star variety. Still, it’s 
up to you if you choose to collect this 
type of variety. 

A closely related type of intention- 
al variety comes from the use of dif- 
ferent style punches for the digits in 
the date. 1827 and 1828 both come 
with Square Base and Curl Base varie- 
ties. 1828 even goes one better with 
the two types of Curl Base 2s — one 
with the top curled, or open, and one 
with the top knobbed, or filled in. 
The latter is the scarcest variety of 
1828 Bust halves. The reason for all 
this experimentation? Unknown. 


Position Differences 

Since all the stars, letters, etc., were 
punched into the dies by hand, it’s not 
surprising that their positions vary 
from die to die. Overton used the 
following ways to help classify the 
different dies: on the obverse, wWdth 
of the date and the locations of stars 
1, 7, and 13: on the reverse, the width 
of the gap between 50 and C, and the 
distance between the arrowhead and 
the last ‘A’? in America. These differ- 
ences are enough to differentiate 
among almost all dies. 

The year 1820 has only six obverse 
dies. However, the width of the date 
varies from 8% mm to 11 mm. Simi- 
larly, there are 7 reverse dies. The 50- 
to-C distance varies from 2% to 1% 
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mm, and the A-A distance is from 4% 
to 1 mm. All this means that a Bust 
half collector will do well to have a 
6 to 8 power glass and a scale in milli- 
meters close at hand. 


Minor Design Changes 

There were two obvious minor de- 
sign changes between 1807 and 1836. 
The original design was struck from 
1807 through 1808. In 1809, the bust 
of Liberty was made a little smaller. 
The curls are shorter, the Liberty cap 
is smaller, the neck is shorter, and the 
ear is more obvious. The reverse has a 
more realistic looking eagle, with a 
shorter neck, straighter wings, and 
larger claws. 

This design was produced until the 
middle of 1834. Then the master die 
was reworked by William Kneass. The 
resulting third design was used with 
the small date variety of 1834. The 
bust is more rounded, the jaw more 
prominent, the cheek rounder, and the 
hair above the eyes much less promi- 
nent. This design is easy to find, since 
about 12 million of them were struck 
in 1835 and 1836 alone. 


Overdates 

A new collector of Bust halves may 
wonder about Red Book listings like 
1814, 4 over 3, or 1827, 7 over 6. 
These are overdates, and the series is 
littered with them. There are 13 years 
which have confirmed overdates, and 
there are others which are suspected! 

The reason for overdates was eco- 
nomy. In the early days of the Mint, it 
was standard practice to make use of 
unused dies from prior years by chang- 
ing the date. Since the number of dies 
needed in a given year depended on 
the amount of bullion deposited (and 
was therefore impossible to predict), it 
wasn’t unusual for a die or two to be 
left unused at the year’s end. The last 
digit (or two) was then ground off, re- 
punched, and the die was rehardened 
and used. 

Sometimes a die was left unused for 
several years. All specimens of the key 
1815 half are overdates, 1815/12. 
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Apparently, the Mint felt they would 
use their oldest left-over die; we know 
they also had 1813 and 1814 dies on 
hand, since there is an 1817/13 and an 
1817/14. 

One of the most unusual overdates 
is the 1824/2/0. Overton calls it, 
“Over a jumble of recuttings,”’ and 
says, ““This overdate has been referred 
to as over every figure from 1820 to 
1823, but careful checking . . . has 
failed to turn up conclusive evidence.” 
Parsons* says, “When one looks at this 
. . . 1824/2/0 overdate, the tale that 
Mint employees were issued rations of 
rum during its early years doesn’t seem 
too far fetched.” This 1824 is just a 
sample of the fascinating varieties of 
overdates available. 


Unintentional Varieties 

Putting all the design elements into 
each working die by hand usually 
worked well enough, but sometimes 
Mint workers made plain and simple 
blunders. These blunders resulted in 
some of the most interesting varieties 
in the series. 

Things got off on the wrong foot in 
the first year of the type, 1807. The 
denomination came out as “50/20” on 
the reverse. There are two theories as 
to how this happened. The first says 
the engraver thought he was working 
on a quarter, and so put a 2 as the first 
digit; the problem is that Bust quarters 
weren’t made until 1815. The second 
theory is that the engraver mistook a 
2 punch for a 5 punch. Strangely, this 
error is the most common reverse for 
the 1807. 

In 1814, the engraver punched in 
the word STATES as STATAS. When 
he realized his error, he punched an E 
over the blundered second A. The dia- 
gonal line from the right side of the A 
is still obvious on the reverse. This par- 
ticular reverse is also very weak on the 
eagle’s head and left wing; apparently, 
it was improperly hubbed.

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Another well-known blunder is the 
1836 50/00 reverse. This happened in 
the last year of the lettered-edge type, 
and just goes to show that 29 years of 
experience is no safeguard against 
human error. This reverse type is a 
Rarity 5 (31 to 80 specimens known, 
according to Overton’s second edition; 
less than 2% of all 1836’s, according to 
the first edition). 

The strangest group of varieties 
took place in 1823. The 3 punch was 
very thin in the center, and the result 
was at least three varieties, called the 
Broken 3, Patched 3, and Ugly 3. The 
Broken 3’s top and bottom barely 
touch in the center. The top of the 3 
leans to the right, and its style is 
different from the bottom. Overton’s 
theory was that the 3 was created by 
patching an 1822 punch (bottom half 
of a 3, top half of a 2 put in separate- 
ly). Later, this die was modified by 
putting a small round punch mark to 
join the two halves, creating the 
Patched 3. Both these varieties are 
scarce (R-5 and R-3, respectively). The 
Ugly 3 was the result of successive re- 
workings of a die, beginning when the 
3 begame very weak at the center after 
some use. The result was a lumpy 
mess, with a spiky middle cusp and a 
back which has no curves — only three 
lumps. This variety is listed as an R-4 
(81-200 specimens). 

There are few obverse varieties of 
the unintentional variety, if clash 
marks and minor die cracks are ig- 
nored. One of the best known is the 
1807 “Bearded Goddess” variety. This 
came from the obverse die originally 
paired with the 50/20 reverse already 
discussed. A large curved die break de- 
veloped between the chin and bust. 
This problem was too severe to be left 
in service, even by 1807 standards. 
Therefore, the variety is an R-S — 
quite scarce. 


Grading 

The grading of Bust halves from a 
purely mechanical standpoint is well 
covered in books such as the ANA 
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Grading Guide® . However, a Bust half 
collector soon finds that many coins 
are far from perfect. Even uncirculated 
coins have die cracks, weak mottos, 
blank areas on the eagle’s head and 
wing, stars with no radials, rim damage 
from the edge lettering mechanism, 
and multiple profiles. The question 
thus becomes whether one should 
grade by how much detail and how 
many problems are present on the 
coin, or whether grade should reflect 
only what has happened to the coin 
after it left the Mint. The view of the 
ANA (and the author) is the latter. 
Otherwise, many 1807-14 coins were 
struck AU! Be aware of this contro- 
versy when you buy and sell — and 
hopefully find a dealer who sees 
things the way you do. 


Surviving Specimens 
There are many more Bust halves 
in high grades available on the market 
than for other contemporary U.S. 
coins. This is due to two factors. First, 
many more of them were minted. 
Smaller change was provided by 
foreign coins, primarily Spanish, which 
were legal tender until 1857. Since the 
Mint wanted to simultaneously maxi- 
mize its dollar value output and mini- 
mize the number of coins, it made 
sense to strike the high-face-value Bust 
half. 
Second, the half-dollar was used as 
a bullion coin, The Bust half was the 
largest denomination silver coin 
minted during the 1807-36 time 
period. The silver dollar was discon- 
tinued in 1803 due to its being ex- 
ported and melted. Further, there 
were few gold coins minted from 1815 
to 1834. Consequently, when banks 
wanted to settle accounts with each 
other, they often transferred bags of 
Bust halves. As a result, Bust halves 
saw less actual circulation than other 
coins. This means a larger number of 
collectible specimens at lower prices 
for Bust halves than, say, Bust quarters.
